At the time of writing I am 
conducting a Community Hymn Service every Sunday in some church in almost every 
corner of the country, and it is no anti-climax, after an hour of singing with 2,000 
enthusiasts, to be taken to the home of a member of the congregation, and hear one 
of the family sing a favourite hymn, the others joining in a verse or chorus. With 
this Song Book the ‘“‘ News Chronicle’’ hopes to encourage and bring back singing 
in our homes.
